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**A CRUSHING DEFEAT” 
The argument still rages 
over who won and who lost in 
the nuclear test-ban fiasco. 
On the one hand, there is the 
official administration ver- 
sion that Soviet Russia’s 
resumption of testing was a 
great propaganda victory for 
the West -that now the world, 
and especially the neutralist 
nations, can see Khrushchev 
for what he is. This is what 
is known as the ‘world opin- 
ion’ victory. On the other 
hand, there is the version of 
those who saidwe never should 
have stopped testing, that 


any attempt to reach an agree- 
ment with the Reds was doomed 
from the start, and that 
Russia put over on our gull- 
ible leaders a plan which 
crippled our nuclear deve lop- 
ment program. This view was 
expressed best, perhaps, by 
Senator Thomas Dodd of Conn- 
ecticut, who cannot be dis- 
missed as a so-called right- 
wing Republican. He is a 
Democrat — a member of the 
President’ s own party. Senator 
Dodd said: ‘Let us not de- 
lude ourselves with talk about 
a propaganda victory. At 








best, it is a cheap and tran- 
sitory thing that will be 
forgotten in a month. What we 
have here is a crushing de- 
feat. In abandoning our nu- 
clear weapons development for 
three years, we have gambled 
our national defense and our 
survival on the fatuous hope 
that the Russians were sincere 
in desiring a test ban.’ 
Incidentally, we got into 
this mess in the first place 
through the good offices of 
Mr. Adlai Stevenson. He, in 
turn, like so many innocent 
‘liberals,’ fell for what was 
essentially a communist gim- 
mick to keep us from testing 
nuclear weapons. Mr. Steven- 
son was running for the 
Presidency in 1956 and he made 
a ban on nuclear testing a 
major proposal of his cam- 
paign. He was backed up by 
other internationalists of 
his stripe and by a handful

of scientists who usually go 
haywire on public policy 
whenever they emerge from 
their laboratories. President 
Eisenhower, after he won the 
election, managed to resist 
this suicidal line for two 
years. But, it is said, the 
leftist- ‘liberal’ claque in 
the State Department did a 
job on him. They told him a 
test-ban was necessary to keep 
in the good graces of ‘world 
opinion.’ So he gave in, and 
for three years we did exact- 
ly what Soviet Russia wanted 
us to do — tested no weapons. 
Now, still under the thrall- 
dom of that ‘world opinion’ 
about which Khrushchev does 
not give two cents’ worth, 
Mr. Kennedy whileat long last 
resuming testing, takes the 
issue to the United Nations 
where the man who started the 
whole thing, Adlai Stevenson, 
is the American ambassador.

Up until a few weeks ago, the 
United States government was 
engaged in the strange past- 
time of trying to get recog- 
nition for Communist Outer 
Mongolia in the United Na- 
tions. This raised such a 
furor here at home and among 
the Free Chinese on Formosa 
(Outer Mongolia was once a 
province of mainland China) 
that the Kennedy administra- 
tion finally had to drop its 
efforts. But patriotic men in 
the Senate think it a very 
odd coincidence that the ad- 
ministration drive to get 
recognition for Communist 
Outer Mongolia should have 


gotten under way at the same 
time that Owen Lattimore was 
allowed to go there with State 
Department permission. 

Many Americans who followed 
the sensational revelations 
of the McCarran Committee of 
the Senate some years ago, 
will recall that Owen Latti- 
more was a leading light of 
the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations. The IPR and Mr. Lat- 
timore had a great deal to do 
with paving the way for the 
delivery of mainland China 
into the hands of the Reds. 
They had close connections 
in the American State Depart- 
ment during the regimes of 
Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman. The Senate committee 
which investigated this whole 
subject - a committee made up 
of Democrats and Republicans- 
declared unanimously that 
Owen Lattimore was a ‘con- 
scious, articulate instrument 
of the Soviet conspiracy.’ 
This is the same man who re- 
cently got permission from 
our present State Department 
to go travelling in Outer 
Mongolia. It may be of inter- 
est to note how his trip was 
financed. Lattimore is a pro- 
fessor at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity in Baltimore. He got 
a $5000 grant for his trip to 
Outer Mongolia from the Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society of 











Philadelphia and the Wenner- 
Gren Foundation of New York. 
The American Philosophical 
Society was founded by Ben- 
jamin Franklin in 1743 ‘for 
the promotion of useful know-

The other notorious char- 
acter whose name has popped 
up again is Lauchlin Currie. 
He and Lattimore, incidental- 
ly, were pretty good friends. 
Currie was an assistant in 
the White House to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. He was 
also, as it later turned out, 
working with a Red spy cell 
in Washington. The FBI listed 
him as having given American 
government documents to a 
Russian spy ring. But by that 
time Currie had decamped to 
South America. He was born in 
Nova Scotia and became a 
naturalized American citizen. 
But following the revelation 
of facts about his pro-Red 
activities he stayed out of 
the country beyond the five- 
year limit for retaining such 
citizenship. Having lost his 
American citizenshiphe became 
a citizen of Colombia in 
South America, and an adviser 
to its government. 

Currie, working right in- 
side the White House, also 
did his bit, like Lattimore,

to pull Red chestnuts out of 
the fire in China in opposi- 
tion to Nationalist leader 
Chiang Kai-shek. In addition, 
one of Currie’s jobs, worked 
out with Earl Browder (then 
head of the American Commun- 
ist Party) was to get rid of 
pro-American officials in the 
State Department, in which he 
was eminently successful. And 
once, while Currie — whom the 
FBI later said delivered gov- 
ernment documents to a Red 
spy ring — while he was away 
from his post as assistant to 
President Roosevelt, his mail 
was taken careof by Owen Lat- 
timore —whom a Senate Commit- 
tee later branded as ‘a con- 
scious, articulate instrument 
of the Soviet conspiracy.’ 
But isn’t all this old 
stuff? We wish it were. But 
you have been reading, no 
doubt, about the Kennedy ad- 
ministration’s latest grandi- 
ose giveaway scheme. Like all 
these schemes, it has a beau- 
tiful name. It is called the 
‘Alliance for Progress’ and 
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the idea is for the American 
taxpayers to put up some 20 
billion dollars -yes, we said 
20 billions - for the Latin 
American countries to pull 
themselves out of their pov- 
erty, disease and socialistic 
and communistic government 
experiments. If we are going 
to help anybody, we should 
certainly help the Latin 
American countries - but help 
them to what? To establish 
more socialist and communist 
beachheads in the Western 


Hemisphere? One of the coun- 
tries that will be on the 
receiving end of this so-call- 
ed ‘Alliance for Progress’ is 
Colombia.

COMEDY AND SATIRE IN 
CRIPPLE MAH AND THE NEW 
ORDER by C.Y. Lee, 233 pages, 
Farrar, Straus & Cudahy, 
New York, $3.95. 

Communists aren’ t funny, but 
what they try to do, espe- 
cially in the process of 
attempting to change human 
nature, can be very funny 
indeed - provided the people 
on whom they work their evil 
magic are essentially indivi- 
dualists. It is clear that 
that is what Mr. Lee believes 
his own people, the Chinese, 
are. He has written a novel 
about them and the New Order 
which communism brought to 
mainland China that will have 
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you in tears one moment and 
splitting your sides the next. 

Mr. Lee is now an American 
citizen, author of the charm- 
ing novel which became a 
successful Broadway musical, 
The Flower Drum Song, and an 
expert on the New Order in 
his native China as a feature 
writer for Radio Free Asia 
Primarily, of course, he is a 
novelist — a very fine one - 
who presents us with a rol- 
licking, delightful cast of 
characters we will not 
soon forget. 

His story centers chiefly 
around Cripple Mah, a thor- 
oughly appealing young man 








who is the typical proletari- 
an. In his efforts to comply 
with the New Order he finds 
himself, almost without voli- 
tion, in possession of two 
wives - the communists call 
them ‘official comrade sweet- 
hearts.’ The first one pre- 
sents him with a son (not 
his) three months after mar- 
riage. This is good, because 
under the New Order, it means 
Cripple Mah is ‘advanced’ and 
‘productive.’ But despite the 
fact that his ‘son’ becomes 
his care when its mother de- 
serts him, Cripple Mah is 
later hauled off to a labor 
camp to be brainwashed be- 
cause another ‘official com- 
rade sweetheart’ moves into 
his apartment - against his 
will -and polygamy is a crime 
in the workers’ paradise. 
Between these two events, 
however, and after them, 
Cripple Mah meets many persons 
of great interest, including

Professor Chang, who teaches 
communist doctrine in sort of 
reverse parables and keeps 
himself gloriously drunk on 
yellow wine while he writes 
a ‘New Bible’ for the New 
Order. Then there is Comrade 
Wang, a communist official 
who in a way takes Cripple 
Mah under his wing - for a 
very good and very un-commun- 
ist reason. There are scores 
of others who will give you 
better reading than you have 
had in many a day as they try 
valiantly, and fail magnifi- 
cently, to conform to com- 
munism’s slogan ‘Get rid of 
your emotional burdens’ in 
its war on human nature. We 
cannot begin to give you even 
a taste of the amusement and 
pathos which are in store 
for you in this tenderly 
comic and bitterly satirical 
story that certainly deserves 
best-sellerdom.
